It is probable that the whole of Alsace is in-
cluded in the cesslon, but it has been generally
understood that Bismarck wounld be content
with a portion only of Lorraine, although it
will be impoesible to designate the future boun-
dary line with exactness until the full terms of
the treaty of peace are made public. The two
provinces have been divided, under French rule,
into six departments, the area, population and
land revenue of which are as follows: —

If, asis likely to prove the case, only those
portions of Lorraine which are included in the
lite of the Moselle are ceded to Germany, the
entire department of the Meuse, and parts of
those of the Moselle, Meurthe, and Vosges, will
remain under the jurisdiction of France, reduc-
ing the entire territory annexed to Germany to
about 6,000,000 acres, with a population of about
2,000,000, and & land revenue of about £10,500,-
000. The conquered territory comprises about
four and a balf per cent, of the entire surface
of France, with about five and a kall per cent.
of her population, and five per cent. of her
land revenue.

The Ilistory of Alance nnd Lorraine.

Alesace is separated from the Grand Duchy of
Baden by the river Rhine; it2 southern boundary
is the canton of Basle, in SBwitzerland, while
toward the north it borders on Rhenish Bavaria.
Lorralne (Lothringen) ls situated between the
“"Campagne” and Alsace, and extends toward
the north to the Grand Duchy of Luxemburg
ard tothe Prussian Rhenish provinces; in the
south to the ‘‘Franche-Comte." The situation
of the two provinces, therefore, naturally ren-
dered them debatable ground, and their history
ie full of vicissitudes of ownership. Alsace was,
even in the days of Casar, a battle-field between
the Celis and Germans. It became in time a
German Duchy, but the line of its hereditary
dokes became extinet im 1208, and it was then
parcelled out oamong several members
of the German empire. A partof the Austrian
portion, with a present population of about
287,000, was ceded to France In 1648 by the
treaty of Weeiphalin, by which the Thirty
Years' War was brought to a close. France de-
manded this territory by way of compensgation
for the ald she had remdered Austria, and,
although the population at that time was
entirely German, it was turned over to Its new
ruler without the remotest idea of consulting
the inbabitants. The clause of the treaty by
which the cesslon was made reads as follows: —

“The House of Austria cedes the eity of Breisach,
the Iandgraviates Upper and Lower Alsace, the
sundgau, and the jurisdiction over the ten free
cities In Alsace, namely, Hagenan, Colmar, Schlett.
stadt, “'ullscuhn?. Landau, Oberennhelm, Boss-
helm, Muanster, Kalseraberg, and Tuarkheim, All
shall be incorporated with the crown of France,
and the Emperor and Bmpire (German) shall bave
no further claims upon this land."

The ten free cities lost thelr nominal freedom
immediately, France seizlog upon them, in time
of pesce, in the year 167¢. Colmar made a
herole resistance, and Welssenburg and Hage-
nau,"as well as others, were ounly reduced to
complete subjection by belng burned by the
French, In 1681 Louis XIV lald violent hands
upon nearly all of Alsace that was left to Ger-
mapy, and this in a time ef profound peace.
Soon after Btrasburg succumbed. Leopold I,
who them sat upon the German throne,
was threatened by the Turks in the East, and
conld offer no assistance, when the city was
besiged by a French army of 40,000 men. Re-
sistance being impossible, Strasburg asked to
be taken under the protection of France, which,
by the treaty of Ryswick, in 1007, passed from
under the dominlon of Germany, together with
all the territory which had been occupied by
the French troops on the left bank of
the Rhine. Louis XIV had gusranteed to
the people of  Btrasburg many of
thelr liberties, but his firsl acts were
to rob the Protestants of thelr churches, and to
give the greal cathedral to the traitor Bishop of
Zabern. During the elghteenth century, a few
more pections of the provinee passed under
French rule, at the time of the acquisitlon of
Lorraine; but, at the outbreak of the frat
French Revolution tne republican elty of Mal-
bouse apd a small tract of country still ac-
knowledged the supremacy of Germany. The
Natlonal Assembly declared their possession by
Germany unnatural, snd their annexation to
France promptly followed. Thus by foree,
fraud, and shallow pretense was the whole of
Alssee transferred trom Germany to Frauce,

The history of Lorraine presents a simlilar

The country fell to the lot of Lothalr, a

however, marked it ont as the battle-fieldl be-
tween France and Germany, and for centuries
it wag the scene of Interminable comfiicta. On
tle death of Loule XI, the Iast German Em-
peror of the line of Charlemagne, Lorraine
was annexed to France, and erected
inte = duchy  under the rule of
Regnier, the hero of the celebrated satire of
““Reynard the Fox.” Subsequently about half
of the province was torn away from France by
Germany, and placed under the eway of dukes
who were nominated by the German Emperor.
Elghty years afterwards the German Emperor
Henry III again succeeded in uniting the whole
provinee in one duchy, which was bestowed

upon Albert of Alsace. The line of princes
founded by him Iasted seven centu-
ries, producing during that period

some of the mest gallant rulers who figured in
the stirring events of the Middle Ages, Slimeon,
the fourth of the line, after relguing twenty-two
years, retired into a monastery. His nephew,
Frederick, who succeeded him, was celebrated
ag one of the mosl accomplished men of his
time, but perished miserably by poleon at the
bande of a favorite mistress. IHis brother, Mat-
thew 11, lives in history as a monster of croelty.
One of his exploits was the skioning alive of
the governor of some emall town, who was ac-
cneed of maladministration. Raonl, his sue-
cessor, was killed at the batile of Cressy, aud
John, who followed, left his kingdom in order
to follow the fortumes of hls godfather and
namesnke, the King of France. He was cap-
tured by the Black Prince ‘at the battle of Pole-
tiers, and shared the captivity of the French
monarch. While he was away his dukedom was
the prey of internal troubles, the unscrupnlous
oppression of the nobles having proveked the
peasantry into Insurrection. This rebellion
was for a time succeesful, and the horrors of
the Revolution of 1702, were enacted on a
smaller seale, muck of the best blood in the
duchy being poured out by the [nfuriated
Jacquerie. Next came the war of the disputed
succession, which forms so prominent a feature
In Walter S8cott’'s novel, ""Anne of Gelerstein.'
Charles of Burgundy claimed the duchy for his
vagesl, the Comte de Vermrandois, but was de-
feated near Nancy by the rightful heir, Duake
Rene 11, and died in a marsh just outside the
city, Rene acted with the greatest magonanimity,
refuring to confiscate the lands of such of the
nobllity of Lorraine as had supported the pre-
tensions of Charles, and only taking a erystal
vase out of all the rich spoils of the Burgundian
camp. In this vase, on the evening of the
funeral of Charles, be drank tolthe '‘oblivion of
vengeance.” Upon his death his wife took the
vell, and the ceremony of her initiation presents
one of the most striking  pletures
in medixval history. This house
reigned over the destinies of Lorraine
until 1730, when Francis Stephen exchanged his
hereditary duchy for that of Tuscany, In order
to be able to marry Maria Theresa, the Empress
of Austrin, The province was then conlerred
upon Stanislans, King of Poland, the father-in-
law of Louls XV of France, who made his resi-
dence until 1766 in Navzig (Nancy) and Lucn-
etadt (Luneville). He wae one of the most
elpgular men of his times, by turns a reckless
debauchee and a superstitious devolee, more
Interested in kilchen affairs and poor atlempls
at rbymirg than in the concerns of State. One
day, as he was stooping down to light his pipe,
his dressing gown caught fire, and he was
burned to death. Lorraine then passed under
the dominion of France, but not without re-
peated and serious manifestations of discontent
on the part ot the population,
Under French Rule.

Thus a century has passed away since the
whole of Alsace and Lorraine has been under
the sway of France. At the end of the great
ware which resulted in the downfall of the first
Napoleon, there was an earnest desire on the
part of Germany to recover possession of her
lost provinces, but Ruesia and Austria interfered
in behalf of France, and only Landau and a few
other unimportant places were reetored to Ger-
many by the treaty of 1815,

French customs and the French langaage
gradually made lnroads upon the customs and
lapguage of Germany, practically supplanting
the latter in the western portions of Lorraloe,
but pever obtaining more than an equality in
the remainder of the provinees. Until the Revo-
lution of 1780 but little effort had been made Lo
substitute (bhe use of the French for that of the
German language. The presenit idea of com-
pact nationalities, co-extensive with the bounda-
ries of the several countries, was then almost
unknown. Germans remained unmolested inthe
use of their language, as the French subjeets of
geveral German princes In Alsace and Lor-
raine bhad always enjoyed full liberty In using
their idiom. But from the time of the Hevo-
lution the French Government has beeén lnces-
gant In lie efforts to make the German popula-
tion of Alsace and Lorralne a homogeneous
element of the Fremeh Emplre, and by the
gradual jptroduction of the French language
into churches, schools, courts, and all other
public relations, to extirpate the last remnants
of the German natlonality of the Inhabltants,
The results of these efforts have, thus far, not
been considerable. Even to this day, there are a
large number of communities where French is
unkoown. The nomber of churches and schools
in which German is etill used exclusively Is
very considerable, and in nearly the whole ter-
ritory which since 1048 has been torn from Ger-
many, the German langaage Is aven Lo this day
the predominant langusge., This territory of
the German language embraced, In 1841, in
Alsace a population of 1,007,477 inhabitants

out of & total population of 1,008 576,
snd In three departments of Lorralne
(Moselle, Meurthe, and Vosges) a German

population of 351,081 in a total population of
1,200,685, Thus France had ln Its eastern
provinces German-spenking distriets with o
population of 1,350,158. Besides these Germans,
France had m the two departmentis of Pas de
Calais and Nord a population speaking Flemish;
the dialect of Belglan Germans, numbering
together 341,917 Inhabitants, who added to the
above pumber give an aggregate German popu-
lation of 1,701,175, Of theee about 200,000 are
supposed to have more or less lost their nation-
ality, and, with regard Lo thelr language, have
become more French than German: leaving
about 1,500,000 inhabliants who, as far as their
lapgusge is concerned, are even (o this day
Germans,

From 1815 to 1870, disunited Germany did sot
utter o single official word Indicating & claim

gumibon of Charlemagne, on the breaking up
of the Western Empire, and he was succeeded
by a line of princes who acknowledged feally to
the German Empire. 1ie upfortugate position,

upon Alsace and Lorrsive, aud it Is probavle
that such a word would never have been utlered

Napoleon, started on a grand crusade, the illy-
disguised object of which was the humiliation
and weakening of Germany by Lthe extension of
her boundaries to the so-called natural frontler
of the Rhine. But when France struck the first
blow, the old feeling in favor of the restora-
tion of the lost provinces wias
again called into being, and
the struggle has not been destined to cloze until
it has been fully catisfed. The large cities of
Alsace and Lorraine, which, as great railroad
and governmental centres, have been subjected
to the etrongest French innovations, are hostile
to reannexation to Germany, and even the
country districts are not free from this feeling.
But it s, im great measure, a relic of the
disorganizing strife which prevailed thronghout
Giermany previoue to the separation, and will
doubtless speedily give way before the more
peaceful lofluences which pervade the Father-
land of the present day. There will long be
manifested a feeling of discontent under Ger-
man rule, but it will assuredly take less Lime to
Germanize Alsace and Lorraine t han it did to
Freuchify them.

A FIENDISH ACT,

Attempt to Murder Two Families by Palson.
The town of South Windsor, Conn., says the
Hartord Courant, was startled by learning that
the familles of Mr, Lester Dewey and E. R, Pit-
kine had been ;;oisoned by eating candy which
came through the mall last Friday. Mr. Dewey
received a Eackngc of prize candy albout 3
o'clock on Friday, and opening the same ate
two gnm drops, and handed it to Mrs, Dewey.
She ate two or three, and turned out the con-
tents to discover the prize, which was a trifle.
As she did so she noticed the crumbs of candy
and considerable white powder in the bottom of
the box which loeked like sugar, She wet her
finger and touched this and put it on her tongue,
remarking that it tasted queer for candy. They
were just ready to ride ount, and so giving the
children a taste of one or twe apiece, the box
was put up.
This seems to have been a great mercy; for
tbat white powder was arsenic, and if they had
eaten sall the contents of the package no medical
ekill could have saved their lives. The two
chbildren who ate were a bov fourteen and a girl
thirteen years of age. After they returned from
their ride Mrs. Dewey bem to complain of
min in ber stomach and feelings in her
iead, Simple remedies were resorted to, which
had no effect. Her distress Increased, and be-
fore long Mr. Dewey began to feel elck. His
head was heavy; there was a tmln in his stomach,
and the perspiration started throughevery pore,
which I8 a symptom of arsenic polson. He
began to suspect something wrong, and took a
small dose of gin, which so far counteracted the
poieon as to vomit him. He now suspected
poison, and Eave a glass of spirits to his wife,
which was the first reliefl she obtained.
Continning to use gin, they succeeded in
throwing the candy out of the stomach. But
the quantity of argenic Mrs. Dewey took upon
her finger was go large that she was prostrated,
nlnd Lor two days has hovered between life and
death.

During SBaturday Mr. Dewey learned that Mr.
Pitkins' lamlly were In a like condition, seven
being prostrated in that family. Two packagzes
came to Mr. Pitkins' family and a valentine.
The valentine was postinarked Windsor Locks,
This clew was followed up, and the ofliclals in
that office testified that a woman mailed three
boxes and a valentine at that oftice on Thursday,
the day befere the poisoning.

It ie belleved that the Hollou was sent b( a
Mre. Btlles, who formerly lived In South Wind-
sor, and manifested a very jealous disposition
while there, But it is difficult to imagine what
cuul‘:l bave been the motive for this fiendish
work.

Mrs., Btiles was examined before Edmund
Watzon, Justice of the Peace, in East Wiadsor,
on Wednesday. The testimony of Lester
Dewey, of the physicians and others, includiog
the postmasters who received and delivere
tke boxes, was heard, and she was bound over
for trial in the sum of #2500, Mrs. Btlles is a
tall, fair—looklnﬁlady, about forty years of age,
whom one would scarcely suspect to be a crimi-
nal. Bhe bhad no counsel at the examination,
but made a statement, not under onth, that a
week ago Monday a gentleman came to her back
door and gave her the packages and a letter,
requesting that she should mall them. Bhe
theught iv etrange, but found a note inside say-
ing that the reason of the request would be
known hereafter. Bhe made other siatements,
which were somewhat confused; m:lyll::ﬁ that she
could not think what it meant, an no rea-
son for doing anything of the kind herself; that
she had no polson of any kind, and never had.
She repeatedly remidrked that she ‘“‘wondered
at it," and asserted that there was a five dollar
bill in the bundle of packages to pay the
postage.
